Knowing and 
feeling the weakneſs of human nature, they 
dared not preſcribe to others, with a proud 
infallibility, what they were to believe, and 
what they were to practiſe. Firmly attached, 
indeed, to their own, views of divine truth, 
pagate them.

their deteſtation. With what emphaſis Dr. 


Stennett and Dr. Kippis expreſſed themſelves 
to me, a little before their death, on this very

tians, they ſtrenuouſly recommended an enlight-

The pious and ingenious Mr. Matthew Henry, 
commenting on this paſſage, obſerves, that the 
godly Man ceaſes or fails by death or deſertion. 

To ceaſe by death appears to be the moſt natural 
and ſignificant interpretation of the term. And 
here the Pſalmiſt does not allude merely to the 
ceaſing or failing of the natural functions of life. 
No; he had a higher and nobler reference than a 
the reſpiration of the lungs, and the circulation 
of the blood. He refers to their uſefulneſs in the 
church, and in the world at large. By death, the 

godly Man ceaſes to hold the ſtation which Pro- 

VUidence had aſſigned him, and which he had 

long and honourably occupied. He ceaſes to 
make thoſe ardent and reiterated exertions in
